cultyz but in doing the ſame Don Fincent Fuenbuets 
was dangerouſly wounded, as were alſo ſome of the 
Troopers and. Dragoons. By this Time the Afoors 
had attack d a ſmall Guard cover'd by a Caſſine, which 
Guard was at the Head of a Half Moon which cover d 
our Center, and which the Moors took with fome 
Loſs, and then planted their Standards thereon, - wich 
great Shouts of Joy, and advanc'd to the Foot of our 
Half-Moon, which was defended by 13 Companies of 
Grenadiers, who receiv'd them ſo briſkly, that they 

dear for their Temerity. The Moors extended 
themſelyes all along the lower Ground; which is be- 
fore our Dicch, and continu'd their Fire againſt the 
Half-Moon, and the Center of dur Line; the Horſe 
at the Came Time were not idle, and dars having poſt- 
ed themſelves behind our Line, the Mooriſh Horſe ad- 
vanc'd on the ſame Side with ſuch Intrepidity, that

Notwithſtanding the Horrors of the Engagement, 
it was a Pleaſure to ſee with what Courage and Eager- 
ns both Officers and Soldiers fought, till at laſt, 
about half an Hour after Eleven, the Moors gave 
Ground, and -retir'd with their Chlours and Standards 
by the ſame Way they came, having loft, as near as 
we can. compute, between 5 and 60600 Men, amongſt 
them ſeveral Alcaydes and Officers, though many of 
them withdrew in the Time of the Action, during 
-which we ſaw ſeveral Parties of the Moors carrying 
off their Dead and Wounded up the Hills, and through 
the deep Roads, to binder us from knowing their 
great Loſs ; which, however, we had evident Tokens 
of, ſince the Rivulets, near Which "ep fought, were 
dy'd with their Blood, 

On our Side. we had few kill'd or - wounded ; thoſe 
of Diſtinction are only the Mareſchal de Camp Don 
Franciſco de Eboli, who commanded the Center, and 
Don Vincent Fuenbuene; moſt of the General Officers 
have receiv'd ſome Wounds, and the Marqueſs de Lede 
has one in his Right Arm, which has occafion'd a great 
Mortification in the ſame, 

The Valour. and Intrepidity with which his Ma- 
jeſty's Troops fought, is not to be expreſs'd, The 
Moors march'd till Night in great Haſte to their Camp, 
and by countermarches have again, with ſome of 
their Forces, appear'd on 'the Hills, that our Men 
ſhould thereby be oblig'd to continue under Arms, 


tho they deſpiſe thoſe Toils, when _ en poet to go 


againſt their Enemies. ä 

That Day may be reckon'd ſor one of the moſt glo- 
rious to the King's Arms, both for the great Loſs 
Tuſtain'd by the Enemy, and for that they vanquiſh'd

cember by his Majeſty's Forces, it was concluded, 
that the Infidels, notwithſtanding their great — 
and the terrible Reception they had met with, won 
again attack us, as well on Account of their natural 
Obſtinacy, as by Reaſon of the freſh Encouragement 
they would receive, from the Reinforcemencs ſent by 
their King from the Upper Country, and from the 
Frontiers to the Southward, and to the Eaſtward to- 
wards Tetuan, to ſtrengthen their Army. Theſe. Con- 
ſiderations, join'd to the Zeal and Prudence of the 
Marqueſs de Lede, prevail'd with bim providenely to 
improve the Fortifications of gur Camp, by fiai 
the Works already begun, adding others, and 
creaſing the Batteries; ſo, that our Army lay —— 
behind an Intrenchment that reaches from Sea to Sea, 
the Front of it extending about balf -a League, and 
about à quarter of a League diſtant from rhe Town 
of Ceuta. This Line is drawn anſwerable to the Un- 
evenneſs of the Ground, jutting aut in ſome Places, 
and drawing back in others, as has been. requiſire to 
take in the Hill and other Eminences, to which Pur- 
poſe it has been unavoidable to form ſome obtuſe 
Angles, by Means whereof, and of ſome ſaillant Points 
made to that Effect, all the Front is flank'd, as well by 
the Muſketeers, as by ſeveral Batteries conveniently 


di ſpos'd. 


Beſides this Line, ſome advanc'd Works were thrown 


up on the principal Avenues, and more particularly, 


a very large one, call'd the Tenaille, at fifty Paces Di- 
ſtance beſore the Center of our Infantry, with a good 
Communication between it and the Line, to convey a- 
long it the neceſſary Supplies. 

This Work was ſecur'd by a Ditch five Foot in Depth, 
and ten in Breadth, and before it a Paraper, on which 
was fix'd a Row of Cheveaux de Frize, for farther Check 
to the advancing of the Moors.

withdrawn, a Motion being made, and the Queſtion 
being put, that it appears to this Houſe, that during the 
Time that the Propoſal made by the South Sea Company, 
and the Bill relating thereto, were depending in this 
Houſe, rx0000/. Stock was taken in, or held by Mr. 
Knight, late Caſhier of the faid Company, for the Bene -

Then the farther Conſideration of the Report from 
the 7 of Secrecy was adjourn'd to the 3d of 
March.

Let's now attend the Proceedings of the Houſe of 
Peers. On Tueſday the rqth of February, their Lordſhips 
examin'd Mr, Grigsby, late Accomptant-General of the 
South-Sea Company, Mr. Surman, late Deputy-Caſhier, 
and Mr. Bon-Ouvrier, a French Broker; and order'd Mr. 
Waller, Son-in-Law to Mr. Aiſlabie, into the Cuſtody of 
the Uſher of the Black Rod.” Two Days after, the Earl 
of Clarendon, Chairman of their Lordihips grand Com- 
mittee, reported the Reſolutions their Lordſhips had 
come to, in relation to this Enquiry ; and the ſame Day 
their Lordſhips examin'd alſo John Barber, a Printer, a 
private Agent of ſome late leading Directors, and who 
was ſhrewdly fuſpected of having been employ'd in 
dealing out South · Sea Stock to ſome Members, while the 
South-Sea Propoſals, and the Bill thereupon, were de- 
pending. 

On the 27th of February, the Houſe of Peers took into 
Conſideration ſome Matters relating to a Trial at the 
laſt Aſſizes at Herefcrd, touching the Preſentation to the 
Vicarage of Leominſter, which was claim'd by Earl Co- 
aingsby, Lord Lieutenant and Cuſtus Rotulorum of the 
County of Hereford ; and at the ſame Time examin'd 
into the Complaint of the Lord High Chancellor, who, 
in a printed Pamphlet, entitled, The firſt Part of the Earl 
Coningſby's Caſe relating to the Vicarage of Leominſter, 
which had been given out at the Door of the Lords 
Houſe, was reflected on, for putting diſaffected Perſons 
in the Commiſſion of the Peace. In order to make good

foreign Prince or State whatſoever, without Authoricy 
or Leave from his Majeſty, or the chief Governor or 
Governors of this Kingdom, for the Time being, as they 
will anſwer the Contrary at their utmoſt Peril, And we 
do hereby declare, that any Perſon who has been or 
ſhall be enliſted or entertain'd for the Service of the

Of the Occurrences that happen'd in the Year 
1720, one of the moſt material ir, the Reſignation 
of the Royal Authority made by the Queen of 
Sveden in Favonr of her Huſband the Hereditary 
Prince of Hefſe Cafſel, and his Election in Conſe- 


quence thereof by the States of the Kingdom to the 
Throne, 
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Throne. This is an Event of ſuch Importance, that 
it well deſerves a Place in the Records of Time; where 
but few, if an y, parallel Inftances Can be found. That 
prince is born of a Family proſeſſing the Reform'd Re- 
ligion, and wha bave fas ſeveral Ages, diſtinguiſh'd 
themſelves fas their Teal and Piety, and conſequent- 
ly, his Elevation to the Throne of Sweden, cannot 
but turn to the common Advantage of the Pro- 
teſtant Intereſt, and contrihute to inſpire the different 
Secs, both Luaherans and Calviniſa, with ntual Love,

The Expedition of the Spaniards into Africe is 
mother of the moſt conſiderable Events of the pre- 
ceding Year; The Enterprize in its Deſign was great 
and glorious; nor could it promiſe bet ter Succeſs, than 
it did in its Beginning: The Deliverance of the 
City of Ceuta from a Siege of almoſt twenty ſeven 
Years Continnance, and the gaining of three. confide- 
rable Advantages over the Infidels. in che: Space of 
leſs than ſeven Weeks Time, ſeem'd to forehade a 
happy Iſſue of the Undertaking; But the Moors 
receiving fill freſh Reinforcements, even till their 
Army amounted to 100, 00 Men, and being beſides 
entire Maſters of the Country, from whence the 
Spaniards. could receive no Subſiſtence, Valour and 
Conduct were at length forc'd to yield to Multi- 
tudes, and the Spaniſh Troops, after having repair d 
the damag'd Fortifications, of Ceuta, and added fome 
new. ta the Place, were qblig'd to abandon the 
"ay Purſuit of their Enterprize, and return to 

ain. 


Cardinal Alberani having been the chief Author of 
the War in italy, his Diſgrace and Diſmiſſion from the 
Court of Madrid, was ſoon follow'd. by the King 
of Spaia's . Acceſſion to the Quadruple Alliance; 
but tho“ he Inſtrument. of his Accepration of the 
Terms. ſtipulated by that Treaty, was fign'd in 
January, 1920, and the Treaty itſelf fign'd the 
Beginning of February following by the Marqueſs 
de Bretti Landi, the Catholick King's Pleni potentiary 
* the Hague, the Treaty for a Suſpenſion of Arms, 

and 
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and for the Evacuation of Sicily and Sardinia, met with 
ſo many Difficulties, that it was not perfected till the 
8th of May following. That Treaty was punctually 
executed; the whole Kingdom of Sicily deliver'd to the 
the Imperialiſts; that of Sardinia to the Plenipotenti- 
ary of the Court of Turin, and the Spaniſh Troops 
from both thoſe Kingdoms tranſported back to Spain, 


Thus ended the fatal War that had been kindled by the 


Counſels and Artifices of an ambitious Cardinal, whoſe 
Deſigns having miſcarry'd, he was forc'd to make his 
Eſcape from Genoa, and has been ſkulking ever fince 


to avoid the juſt Reſentments of ſeveral Princes, par- 


ticularly of the King of Spain, whom he had unwarily 
engag'd into thoſe pernicious Meaſures, All we ſhall 
obſerve upon this Sicilian War is only rhis, that as it 
would have been impoſſible for the Imperialiſts to land 
a ſufficient Army in that Kingdom to make a Conqueſt 
thereof, ſo long as the Spaniards had a Fleet to oppoſe 
them; ſo it muſt be granted, that the Reduction of 
that Iſland and of Sardinia too, was chiefly, if not 
entirely owing to the vigorous Inter poſitions of Great 
Britain. | * = 


The Sonth being thus pacify'd, the War ſeems to be 
almoſt brought co an End in the North; and this too 
by the Inter poſition of his Britannick Majeſty: For 
the Treaty of Peace between the Kings of Sweden and 
Denmark, and that between his Swediſh Majeſty and 
the King of Fruſſa, were concluded by the friendly 
Mediation of the King of Great Britain, and faith» 
fully executed. And as the Deſigns of the Ruſſans 
againſt Sweden have been prevented by the Britiſh Fleet, 


tis probable the Czar will not long perſiſt in his 


Refuſal to put an End to the Northern War. He 
| ſeeems indeed to be in a Condition to hold eat many 
Years upon the Defenſive; but of what other Avail 
will that be co him, than to ſee his Fleet, in which 
he takes ſo much Delight, become the Prey of Worms 
in his Harbours, and his Subjects ruin'd for Want of 


Commerce, This being che inevitable heme 


of the Continuation of the War in the North, cis 
not likely that the Czar, who has bitherto had the 
Repucation of a wiſe and prudent Prince, will per- 


ſiſt in Mez ſures that may prove deſtructive to him,

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but will rather endeavour to extricate himſelf out of 
thoſe Difficulties with Honcur; of which there is the 
greater Appearance, inaſmuch as his Czariſh Majeſty 
ſeems at this Time to have accepted the Mediation of 
France, for putting an End to the Northern Troubles. 


The Affairs of Religion in the Empire were another 
important Article of the preceding Lear. The Com- 


- plaints of the Proteſtants ſeem to have been juſt and 


well - grounded; and the Princes of that Communion 
having proceeded to Reprifals, there was Reaſon to fear, 
that the Influence of the Court of Rome, and of the 
Clergy of that Church, would have prevented the equi- 


table Diſpoſitions of the Emperor, and ſo have had an 


open Rupture, Bat notwithſtanding the ſeemingly inſu- 

ble Difficulties, the Interpoſition and good Offices of 
bis Briegnnich Majeſty, of the King of Fruſſa, and of 
the States-General, have been ſo ſucceſsful, that Part of 
the Proteſtants Grievances have been already redreſs'd, 
and folemn Aſſurances given, that all Things ſhall ſpee- 
dily be reſtor d, according to the Treaty of Heſphalia, 
the true Baſis and Foundation of the Civil and Religious 
Liberties of Germany. Thus a Religious War in the Em- 
pire has been prevented, and the future Peace thereof 
ſeems to be ſecur d. 


Poland has afforded no other material Tranſations the 
laſt Year, than the Meeting and unſucceſiſul Breaking 
up of two ſucceſſive Diets, without coming to any Re- 
ſolution on the great Matters that were laid before chem. 
The Prerogatives of the General of the Crown, being 
invaded by the Poſt given to Count Fleming, Veldt-Mar- 
ſhal of the Foreign Forces, was made the Pretence of 
the Separation of thoſe Diets; but many rather im- 
puted the true Reaſon of it to be the Umbrage which 
the Poles had taken of ſome Deſigns that were hatching 
againſt their Liberty; which ſeems the more probable, 
becauſe notwithſtanding that the King of Poland found 
Means of working an Accommodation between his 
Generals, the Poles ſeem ſtill diſſatisfy'd, and pretend, 
that that Reconcilement having been made without 
the Participation of the Diet, is invalid, and con- 
trary to the Conſtitutions of the Kingdom. Thus the

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The Affairs of France have bad 8 ſome Time paſt 
and indeed till have, a very gloomy Aſpect. The 
Plague has deſtroy' d one of their moſt flouriſhing Cities 
and ſtill rages in ſeveral others of Provence; and the 
Overthrow of that inchanted Machine, call'd, Miſs. 
ſippi, Royal Bank, and India Company, has occafion'd 
an unſpeakable Confuſion throughout that Kingdom, 
Happy had it been for Great Britain, if this laſt 
Plague, this Bubbling Contagion, which has been ſo 
fatal to France, had, like that other Divine Scourge; 
kept within the Bounds of that Country; then the 
Sou h- Sea Scheme, and ſome other Projects, would 
not have occaſion'd the unhappy Turn of Affairs, 
which have ſo- much affected the publick Credit at 
Home, that England never was reduc'd to ſo deplora. 
ble 4 Condition. Hiſtory does not furniſh us with 
any ' Inſtance of the like Diſaſter ; and all that has 
been hitherto done, ſeems inſufficient to reſtore the 
publick Credit of the Nation. The exemplary Pu- 
niſhment of ſome of the Directors, and others, who 
have brought this Calamity upon the Nation, will 
not, *ris fear d, ſtop the loud Cries of the Suffererz 
unleſs Means be found at the ſame Time, to reſtore 
to them their Eſtates, of which they have been 6 
barbarouſly plunder'd ; otherwiſe the many Thouſand: 
of Families, that are entirely ruin'd, will have Re 
ſon to ſay, that in this Particular, they are at leaſt 2 
ill treated in England, as they could have been anz 
where elſe.

— The Manner of the Election is thus: The next Duy 
after the Pope's Burial, which is always the gth Dy 
after his Death, the Cardinals having heard the Maſs, 
which they call, the Maſs of the Holy Ghoſt, go in 
Proceſſion two by two to their Cells in the Conclave 
They aro guard by the Militia of Rowe, who hinder 
all Intercourſe from without; and the Dithes are allo 

inſpefted by the Mafter of the Ceremonies, leaft any 
Letters ſhould be conceal'd in the Meat, Of late it 
has obtain'd among them to premiſe certain Article, 
which they think neceſſa ry for the better Government 
of the Church, and every one ſwears to obſerve then, 
if he ſhould be choſen. The Election is made by 
Scrutiny, Acceſs, or Adoration. The firſt is, when 
the Cardinal writes the Name of him whom be vote 
for, in a Scroll of Paper doubled down in five Folds; 
on the firſt whereof he writes, Ego eligo in ſummun 
Pontificem, Reverendiſſinum Dominum meum Cardinalem — 
IT chuſe for Pope my moſt Reverend Lord, Cardinal 
[ Canti for Example. But this is always written by 
one of His Servants, that the Cardinal ma not be dil 
cover'd by his Hand. On this Fold two others «rx 
doubled down, and ſeal'd with a private Seal: On the 
4th the Cardinal writes his own Name, and cover it 
with the 5th Folding. Having thus prepar d their 
* Scrolls, they go into the Chapel at an appointed Hout, 

and ſeat themſelves in Order on Benches, . — 
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Scrolls in their Hands. Then each. Cardinal in his 
Turn goes up to the Altar, and after a ſhort Prayer on 
his Knees, s bis Scroll into a Chalice that ſtands 
on a Table, an. the Right of which is ſitting , the firſt 
Cardinal Biſhop, and on the left Side of it the firſt 
Cardinal Deacon. The Cardinals being return'd to 
their Places, the. Cardinal Biſhop turns out the Scrolls 
into a. Plate which he holds in his Left Hand, and 
gives them. one by one as they happen to come, to the 


Cardinal Deacon, who reads them with an audible 


Voice, while the Cardinals note down how many 


Voices every Perſon bath; and then the Maſter of 
the Ceremonies burns the Scrolls in a Pan of Coals, 
that it may not be known for whom any one gives 
his Voice : And if two Thirds of the Number -pre- 
ſent agree on the ſame Perfon, he is duly eleſted, and 
declared Pope. When the Choice is made by Acceſs, 
the Cardinals riſe from'their Places, and going towards

lighted by cammon Conſent ſhould laſt, There is alſo 
a fifth Way of Election, call'd, by Inſpiration, which 
is thus: The firſt Cardinal riſes up in the Chapel, and 
after an Exhortation to chuſe a capable Perſon, names 
ſuch a one; to which, if two thirds agree, he is 
reckon'd legally choſth. When by any of theſe Me- 
thods one of the Cardinals is elected Pope, the May

him with the News of his Promotion ; whereupon. he 
is conducted to the Chapel, and clad in the Pontifical 
Habit; then receives the Adoration, that is, the Re-

* The Italian Cardinals being much more numerous 
than thoſe of other Nations, made a bold Puſh to eleſt 
a Pope in the firſt Scrutinies, and pitch'd upon Car- 
dinal Paulucci, who was Secretary of State to the late 
Pontiff. They had ſo well manag'd this Affair, that 
In the three Scrutinjes he was within two firſt Voices 
of being elected. The Cardinal 4* Althan was ſo ſur: 
priz'd at that Proceeding, that he proteſted in the 
Name of the Emperor againſt the Election of Pauli, 
and gave him what they call the Excluſion, declaring 
In plain Terms, that the Emperor would never ac- 
knowledge him. This Step of the Cardinal 4* Althar 
defeated the Deſigns of the Faction of Paulucci, and 
ſeveral Letters told us, That if Cardinal Albani, who 
was at the Head of that Party, would have waited but 
three or four Days, for the Arrival of ſome Cardi- 
nals 'who were upon the Road, and would have joyn'd 
them, they had certainly carry'd their Point, where 
as Signior Paulucci was ſo diſtanc'd by this Precipitation, 
that he cduld never recover his Ground.

Turks. The Cardinals Orfini, Odeſchalchi, Carraccioli, 
and Cienfuegos are arrived this Week ; the latter having 
the laſt Inſtructions of the Emperor relating to the 
Election.

Phili, Chief of the cons, and Cardinal Albani, 
Chamberlain of the Holy See, being conducted by the

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if his Perſon for Sovereign Pontiff? And when he 
hed declar'd that he would accept of it; the Cardinals 
kd him what Name he would take? He anſwer'd, 
That he made Choice of that of Innocent XIII. in 
Memory of Innocent III. the moſt worthy of all the 
Popes that had been choſen from among the Cardinals 
of the ſeveral Branches of the Houſe of Conti. The 
new Pope's Name is Michael” Angelo He was born the 
13th of May 1665, Son of Charles Conti Duke of Poli, 
by a Siſter of the Duke of Muti. Pope Alexander VIII. 
made Choice of him in April 1690, to carry to the Doge 
of Venice the Cap and Sword which his Holineſs had 
conſecrated on the Chriftmas-day preceding: Innocent 
XII. made him Governor of Piterbo in May 1693, 
and appointed him His Nuncio to the Catholick Can- 
tors of Switzerland in May 1695: In the Month of June 
that Year he was .confecrated Archbiſhop, with the 
Title of Tarſus, by Cardinal Mareſcotti. In the Be- 
zinning of 1698, he went to Lisbon, the Pope having 
pointed him his Nunclio-at the Court of Portugal 3 
and during his Reſidence there, he refus'd the Bi- 
ſtoprick of Ancona, which his Holineſs offer'd him: 
He was made a Cardinal on the 7th of June 170). He 
cantinu'd in Portugal till January 1711, when he re- 
turn'd to Rame with the Title of Vice - Protector of 
the Affairs of that Kingdom: In 1712, the late Pope 
made him Biſhop, of Viterbo, of which he took Poſ- 
eon, and voluntarily reſign'd it in March 1719. He 
vas appointed Prefect of the Congregation of the 
Confines in 1718, and eminently. diſtinguiſh'd him- 
ſelf in the other Congregations, into which he was 
mitted by Clement XI." The Family of Conti is 
dne of the four chief Families of Rome; and the 
liree others, to every one of which that of Conti 
ally'd; are thoſe of Coloma, Urſins or Orfino, and 
vell; ; but this laſt is extinct: That of Conti has 
mn. en divided into ſeveral Branches, of which there

and 6 Standards. When the Maſter of the Ceremonies 


had drawn up the new Pope's Act of Acceptation, the 
two chief Cardinal-Deacons led him before the Altar 


of the Chapel of Sixtus, where he ſaid a ſhort Prayer; 


after which he went into à private Room, where they 
took off his Habit of Cardinal, and put on him a white 


Caſſock, a Rochet, a purple Camail, a red Cap, and 


Shoes embroider'd with a Croſs of Gold : Being thus 
clad in the Epiſcopal Veſtments, he was then plac'd 
before the Altar in the Papal Chair, where the Cardi- 
nals paid him their firſt Reſpects by kifling his Hand, 
the Pope, mean while, embracing them one by one; 
after which Cardinal Albani as Chamberlain, put on 
his Finger the Ring of the Fiſherman : This Cere- 


mon ended, Cardinal Pamphili, as chief of the Cardi- 


nal Deacons, accompany'd by the Maſter of the Cere- 
monies bearing the Croſs, went about 11 in the Morn- 
ing tp the Balcony, call'd, Of the Benediction, which 
looks into the Square of St. Peter, where, after having 
preſented the Croſs, he proclaim'd the Election of the 
new Pope as uſual; which being already noiſed about 
in the City, the whole Square was crowded with an 
infinite Number of People, who receiv'd the News 
with loud repeated Acclamations of Long live Pope In- 
nocent the Thirteenth, The Acclamations were follow 

by the Sound of Trumpets, Beat of Drums, ſeveral 
Salvo's of Fire-Arms of the Troops that were drawn 
up in the Square, by a general Diſcharge of the Ar- 
tillery of the Caſtle St. Angelo, and by Ringing wy 
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the Bells. After this Proclamation, the Pope was 
conducted by the aſſiſting Cardinals into the Cell of 
Cardinal Albani, where he dined, and his Table was 
magnificently ſerved. During this Dinner, Cardinal 
de Rolan gave a ſplendid Entertainment in Cardinal 
de Noailles's vacant Cell, to the Cardinals O7ztoboni, 
Gualticri, Acqua viva, de Biſſy, and d' Altan, the Duke 
of Poli and the Biſhop of Terracina the Pope's Brothers, 
his three Nephews, the Duke of Tallard, the Abbot 
de Rohan, the Biſhop of Sifteron. Don Charles, and Don 
Alexander Albani. About. five in the Afternoon the 
Partitions of the Conclave were open'd, and the two 
chief Cardinal-Deacons, having taken off from the 
Pope the Rochet, Camail and Red Cap with which 
they had array'd him in the Morning, he was dreſs'd 
mew in an Amict, an Albe, a Stole, a Girdle, and 
the Pontifical Cope, and having his Mitre on his 
Head, was ſeated on the Altar of the Confeſſion of 
the Apoſtles, where, in Sight of a prodigious Con- 
courſe of People, the Cardinals kiſsd his Feet and 
Hand, after which he embrac'd them as in the for- 
mer Ceremony; and this is what is commonly call'd 
the Adoration. This ended, he was condufted with the 
uſual Ceremonies into his own Apartment, where the 
Oficers of the Palace began to ſerve him. Sig. Falco- 
mri, Governor of this City, came to the Feet of his 
Holineſs, and deliver'd up to him the Truncheon, 
which is the Badge of his Authority: The Pope 
took it into his Hand, and made a long and prudent 
Diſcourſe on the Duties incumbent on that Office ; 
then gave it again to that Prelate, exhorting him to 
continue to render Juſtice, and to execute. the Civil 
Power with the ſame Exactitude he had hitherto ob- 
ſerv'd. About 11 in the Night the Pope was wak'd 
out of his Sleep to deſire his Bleſſing in Articulo Mor- 
{is (at the Point of Death) for Cardinal Paracciani, 
who dy'd about One in the Morning on the gth In- 
fant; His Name was John Dominico; he was born in

Holineſs : The Clementine Chapel, where ſtinds the 
Altar of S. Gregory the Great, was got ready in like 
Manner, and all the Ornaments for the Pontifical Ce- 
lebration of Maſs were plac'd upon that Altar; thoſe 
of the Cardinal. Deacon of the Goſpel, and of the A- 
Poſiolical Sub-Deacon, who was to chant the. Epiſtle, 
were provided upon a ſeparate Table: The Seats for 
the Pati iarchs, Archbiſhops, and Biſhops, were plac'd 
behind thoſe of the Cardinal-Deacons : The great 
Throne was rais'd under a magnificent Canopy before 
the High Altar, upon which ſtood only one Crofs, 
and ſeven Candleſticks of Silver gilt behind it, with 
the Images of the Apoſtles in Silver) and ab-ut the 
Cunfeſhon, or Tomb of St. Peter, were eight large Sil- 
ver Candleſiicks, with gilt Flambeaux : S. Peter's Church 
wis magnificently adorn'd by Order of Cardinal A.. 
Bani, Chamberlain of the Holy See, who is Arch- 
Prieſt of it: The Choir for the Chapel-Muſick was 
on the Side of the Goſpel ; and Scaffolds were erected 
en both Sides for the Princeſſes and Ladies.

Now that the Miſdemeanors which a Perſon com- 
mits in his Office, and in the Money depending there - 
on, are voluntary and deceitful Crimes, is as clear as 
poſhble, and is further evinc'd by the Flight of the 
Delinquent put of Great Britain; which excludes him 
from the Right of Azylum in all Nations; more eſpe-. 
cially he having been perſonally. cited, and having 
anſwer*d to Interrogatories, (which is a Commence-

All Privileges are to be regularly taken upon the 
Foot of Remuneration ; and ſhould this Article be 
conſtrued ſo generally, as to extend to Strangers, it 
would follow, that all Nations in the World had me- 
rited from the Brabanders and their Duke. 

In the Duke of Alva's Time, this Matter was puſhed 
very far in Favour of the Belgian Provinces in general

but never in Favour of abſolute Strangers. And altho 
we ſhould ſuppoſe that Great Britain had merited very 
much at the Brabanders Hands, would it therefore fol- 
Jow, or be thought Juſtice, that a Privilege ought ti 
be allow'd in Favour of a particular SubjeFt of Great 
Britain, to the Diſadvantage of that King, the King 
dom or the States of it?

They bad been but 
wo Days upon that Station before they ſaw me, and are 
both under the Command of John Roberts, They carry'd 
me into bermnda, there kept me five Days, and what of 
the Cargo was not fit for their Service, they threw over- 
bord : They took away moſt of my Rigging and Sails, 
all my Anchors, Blocks, Proviſions, Powder, ſmall Arms, 
er. and x2 of my Men, and then carry'd me to the 
Northward, that I might not come into theſe Iſlands te 
give an Account of them; and the 1ſt of this Inftane 
they left me in a very ſad Condition, 

The next -Day I met a French Pirate Sloop of fix Guns 
nd 63 Meng they rook my Ship from me with the reſt 
of my Men, and moſt of the Paſſengers, and put me,
